Tightened expense account tax 


deduction rules are putting the 
squeeze on the restaurant busi- 
ness in Arkansas, the executive 
secretary of the Arkansas Restau- 
rant Association says. 


Businessmen are buying fewer 


meals and cheaper meals for 
clients since Uncle Sam isn't al- 
lowing them to take the whole bill 
off their company's taxes. 


Ray P. Thomas, who heads the 


2,000-restaiirant association, says 
restauranteurs are 
feeling the 


squeeze put on by the government 
and are trying to do something 
about it. 


A group of them went to Wash- 


ington recently1 to confer with the 
Arkansas congressional delega- 
tion. And at the association's an*- 
nual meeting in Hot Springs the 
restaurant owners agrsed to write 
their congressmen asking for re- 
lief. 


The 68-page law has been the 


subject of wide discussion and the 
butt of some jokes. Generally, it 
demands that businessmen show 
a closer tie between the expense 
involved and business activity, 
and that {here be no lavish enter- 
tainment of customers or. business 
associates; • ,\ 
• 


Some businesses haye cracked 


down on their representatives and 
limited their expense .accounts. 


Consequently, 
Thomas 
says, 


when a salesman walks into a res- 
taurant with several clienfe, he 
looks at the $4 or $5 steak on the 
menu and asks himself, "Can I 
deiduct this?" And if not; "Shall I 
pay for it myself" 


Thomas says misunderstanding 


of the law plays a big, part in the 
lessening of expense account buy- 
ing. The salesman doesn't have 
time to read the 68-page law and 
even if he does, he may not un- 
derstand it. 


The restaurant association is 


asking congressmen for a simple 
interpretation. 


"We are trying to impress on 


our congressmen that even though 
we .don't think the law is bad, it 
is misunderstood and business is 
suffering because of this." Thom- 
as said. 


"So many men) can't afford out 


of their own pockets," he added. 


Thomas. ; said he thinks a free 


meal is often a very important 
part of doing business. "This nice 
meal sticks in a man's head." he 
said.
